If the opinions expressed by 
farmers at last week’s informal 
hearing before the House agricul- 
tural group. are representatives, 
then only about one farmer out 
of five today, prefers free enter- 
prise to government paternalism. 

You can interpret that in two 
ways. Hither farmers need more 
paternalism or — a cure from it. 
Most urbanites, and a good many 
farmers will favor the latter. Un- 
fortunately, there isn’t any cure, 
besides stopping. If hearings held 
elsewhere, show the same trend, 
then it’s a pretty good bet that the 
majority of farmers will not vote 
the habit out, come referendum 
time. 

Which prompts a question, in | 
fact, two of them. What does the 
farmer “want, and what are they 
entitled to? 

In my own opinion, I would say 
that, in regards to the first, far- 
mers ask only their fair share of' 
the national income, although it 
is sometimes expressed in differ- 
ent terms.

into the economic life of the na- 
tion was first proposed by Alex- 
ander Hamilton to protect busi- 
ness men. This first government 
guarantee was called a tariff, and 
was imposed upon foreign goods. 
so that the American business man 
would not have to compete against 
lower priced merchandise. This 
law remains in effect yet. 


Railroads were subsidized more 
than a century ago when they 
were given large areas of lands, 
and later, they were given added 
protection by the Interstate Com- | 
merce Commission when rigid 
rates were fixed by law. All busi- 
nesses were given government pro- 
tection when congress wrote the 
Sherman antitrust laws against 
unfair competition. Today, it 
rankles the farmer who is forced 
to pay ‘fixed prices” for goods 
protected by the Fair Trade Act 
when his own commodities are! 
without price protection. 

Government intervention for la- 
bor came in 1926 when a Republi- 
can congress passed an act making 
collective bargaining a legal re- 


| 


| quirement. This law was the fore- 


runner of the Wagner Labor Act 
established in 1930 which is re- 
sponsible for the many laws that 
protect the laboring man against 
abuses by capitol. 

Even banking is given govern- 
ment protection under the Federal 
Reserve Act of 1913. In the late 
twenties, the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance corporation was set up to 
aid industry in distress. 


These are only some of the laws 
that can be found in congressional 
records attesting to the amount of 
government aid that has been ren- 
dered to other than agricultural 
groups. 

The principle of government in- 
tervention, subscribed to by both 
political parties, works as a sub- 
stitute for free enterprise best, in 
times of national emergencies. 
When applied permanently to any 
segment, it seeks to destroy indi- 
vidual initiative with resulting 
paternalism. 

So, the answer to, what are 
farmers entitled to, or any others 
for that matter, should be govern-

first of January, Stuart Anderson, 
Manager of ‘the Fresno social se- 
curity office, reminded employers, 
and self-employed people today. 

This scheduled increase in tax 
contribution is in accordance with 
the 1950 amendments to the social 
security law, and was enacted by 
Congress in anticipation of future 
obligations of the program. 

Employees in jobs covered by 
the law will have two percent in- 
stead of the present 14% percent 
deducted from their pay beginning 
with the first of January up to 
earnings of $3,600 a year; their 
employers will contribute an equal 
amount. 

The new rates will apply to all 
taxable wages paid after Decem- 
ber 31, 1953, regardless of when 
earned. 


The social security tax for the 


| Self-employed is scheduled to in- 


crease from the present 2% per- 


cent to three percent, for the 
period commencing January 1, 
11954. Since the self employed 


whose work is covered by the law 
pay their tax just once yearly at 
the time of filing their Federal 
income tax return, they will pay 
the present 2%4 percent social se- 
curity tax on their 1953 income 
that counts toward social secur- 
ity. This will be due not later 
than March 15, 1954. Their first 
payments at the increased rate of 
three percent will be due March 
15, 1955, for the calendar year 
1954. 

In the meantime the Internal 
Revenue service reports that em- 
ployers will be furnished later this 
year with income tax withholding 
tables and Federal Insurance Con- 
tributions Act (social security 
taxes) tables reflecting rates ap-
